August Terens is dead and the Rankin post, 
G. A. R., Two Rivers, is no more. Recently 
the H. M. Walker post of Manitowoc lost 
identity in the death of its last member. It 
causes us to pause and think. 

One thing is certain. Time flies in the United 


‘States. There is no slow, ponderous, unevent- 


ful succession of drab and _ routine affairs. 
Americans have always tried to defeat time 
and beat it at the draw. Impatience, impulsive- 
ness and gruelling marches forward have char- 
acterized the American people. 

That is why we stop short with the sudden 
realization that the Civil War is still Within the 
grasp of living persons. 

We have been thinking of the Civil War 
according to our moods. At times it seems 
only yesterday, and it is. so when one covers 
the whole span of history. But again it ap- 
pears almost too remote to remember when 
one thinks of the tremendous achievements that 
have been packed into recent years. From 


‘the first of the century until today Americans 


have gone forward at a pace which would have 
required the ancients centuries to achieve. 

Our perspective is somewhat warped. We 
have lived so much for today that the future | 
has come crowding down upon us_ while the. 
past has been slipping out of our grasp un- 
noticed. We learn easily and we forget easily. 
We hate and we forgive quickly. We _ take 
everything for granted. We have walked with 
such speed along the path of progress that our 
lives are a series of epochs. We are not of the 
old races who gave up millions of lives and 
generations upon generations in going from one 
milestone to another. 

We mourn the death of August Terens and 
to him goes our tribute and respect. He fought 
to preserve the unity of a nation that has grown 
to tremendous, vital stature in a comparatively 
few decades. On the battlefields of the -Civil 
War he could not realize that by his efforts 
he was preserving a nation that would in the 
short span of his life outstrip whole civiliza- 
tions. Now August Terens is dead. It is only 
a matter of a few years, but somehow his pass- 
ing carries with it the aura of antiquity, the 
record of another era, a remote and dim past.

| Mrs. Samz was six years old when 
‘her father took the logs that he 
had cut down while clearing the 
land and had them sawed into 
lumber for a new house. which he 
built. This was one of the first 
frame houses, to be built in the vi- 
cinity of Mishicot and which still 
stands on the farm, which is now 
owned and operated by Oscar 
Samz, the grandson of Jacob Tros- 
sen. 
A Run Away . 

Mrs. Samz tells of an incident 
which happened when she was still 
a small girl. Two Rivers was a_. 
small village of about 100 inhabit 
tants where her father did his trad-' 
ing, and when supplies got low it 
meant a rather long trip with the 
! oxen on the narrow rough road 


through the woods to the _ village. 
rs. Samz was accompanying her 
parents on one of these frips one 
day in a heavy wagon drawn by a 
team of slow moving oxen when 
ey met a man from Two Rivers 
with a team of horses on a two 
seated carriage. Two seated carri- 
ages, or any carriages in fact, were 
a novelty in those days, and most 
of all fo the oxen. In attempting 
to pass on the narrow road, the 
oxen became frightened at the 
horses and started to run away. 
They hadn’t gone far before the 
wheel on one side struck a rather 
high log and tipped _the wagon 
over, throwing the family out. Her 
mother lost a silk umbrella that 
had been given her by her_ hus- 
band. Mrs. Sam has a good hearty 
laugh over the incident,- when she 
thinks of her mother carrying a 
silk umbrella and riding in an ox- 
cart, for they were rather expen- 
sive luxuries at that time. 
School Days 

Mrs. Samz attended school, un- 
der rather — difficult conditions. 
There was a large one room school 
at Mishicot _ where the children 
from a large area attended. She 
tells of ae all the way to 
school through the thick woods for 
fear that she might meet ° some 
wild animal, for she states that 
bear, and many other animals were 
thick in the woods at - the time.

Mrs. Katheryn Samz will cele- 
brate_ her 83rd _ birthday Septem- 
ber 7, but one could scarcely be- 
lieve her to be that old, for she 
still continues to take an active 
part in the work about the house.
